Not only are the laws against 
poolrooms, gaming-houses, policy shops, ex- 
eise violations, dance halls, and wicked re- 
sorts of all kinds not enforced, or enforced 
in such a way as to be ridiculously ineffec- 
tive, but the general discipline is lax, grave 
offenses of personal dereliction in the way 
of drunkenness, absence from post, inatten- 
tion to duty, etc., go unpunished or are vis- 
ited with such small fines as almost to be 
an encouragement and not a deterrent from 
wrongdoing.

Curzon's first year has been a most try- 


rectly and pestilence and famine, and it 18 
generally acknowledged he has come 
through the ordeal! with flying colors,” writes 
the correspondent. 

Is Strong, Self-Willed Man. 

Lord Curzon is a strong man and a self- 
willed one, and is bent upon undertaking 
certain sweeping reforms. He is imbued 
with a vast amount of self-confidence, as 
any man put suddenly into command of 
millions of his fellow-men would naturally 
feel himself a most superior person, and 
when the man, as is the case with Lord 
Curzon, was never of a particularly retiring 
disposition, perhaps it is not strange that 
he should become a little more autocratic 
in business and a little more regal in society 
that the occasion seems to warrant. I only 
mention this fact because it is already hinted 
at in the English press, and because it is 
the only universal criticism heard of Lord 
and Lady Curzon’s reign, | 


Only One Cause of Criticism. 

“It says much for the man's rule that, 
after dealing for twelve months with mat- 
ters capable of so much controversy, relig- 
ious riots, famine, relief, and frontier pol- 
icy, the only thing for which he is generally 
condemned is that he is too autocratic. In 
this country there is essentially the need 
for a strong man at the helm, but on the 
social side I thing the criticism is more 
or less merited. | 


Lady Curzon Is Charming. 
Lord and Lady Curzon have entertained 


predecessors, and, in spite of everything, 
Lady Curzon cannot help charming people 
as the Vicereine, a part which she looks 
and acts to perfection. Therefore, it is a 
matter for regret that the unusually elab- 
orate ceremony and punctiliousness of the 
Viceregal establishment have rather damped 
the ardor of Anglo-Indian society, which 1s 
quite prepared to fall down and worship 
the American Queen. 

The most remarkable feature of the Cur- 
zons’ first year is the almost unanimous 
praise bestowed upon him by the native 
press. From the moment the news of his 
appointment reached India until the present 
time the chorus of praise in the native pa- 
pers of every nationality has grown stronger 
and stronger. 


Wise Native Policy. 

When he first came it was feared he might 
promulgate what from a native point of view 
would be an unpopular frontier policy, but 
this was unjustified, and no one can justly 
say that Lord Curzon's policy of enlisting 
the tribes themselves as militia and levies to 
guard their own border is not a most concil- 
iatory one. |

SAMPSON’S CLAIM CONTESTED. 


Attorney General Griggs Declares Navy 
Vot Entitled to Prize Money for 
. Vessels Sunk. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.— [Special. 
Attorney General Griggs entered his appear 
ance in court today in opposition to the claim 
of Admiral Sampson for prize money on the 
Spanish ships which Schley sunk at Santiago 
and some of which were raised, at least tem- 
porarily. The Attorney General contests the 
claim for prize money, but specifically gives 
credit to Admiral Sampson for the destruc- 
tion of the ships. 

This, it is claimed, is the legal status of the 
case beyond question, as the New York, 
bearing Admiral Sampson, arrived during 
the tail end of the encounter and for some 
time before that was within signaling dis- 
tance. Besides that, the law provides that 
the commander of a fleet shall have a share 
in prize money whether he is actually pres- 
ent or not. 

The point made by the Attorney General 
was that Sampson could not claim any prize 
money, which only concerns ships captured, 
because the Spanish vessels were sunk by hig 
fleet. In making this point and crediting 
Admiral Sampson with his legal status as 
commander the Attorney General sald: 
The Attorney General avers that all the 
hereinbefore named vessels of the King of 
Spain were sunk or destroyed.on or about 
July 3, 1898, by the libelant and the vessel 
under his command, so that neither any o£ 
the said vessels of the King of Spain, nor 
any naval stores, supplies, or other property 
upon the same, could become subject of cote 
demnation in prize to the libelant and the 
officers and crews of the vessels under his 
command.”’ 


Contention of Sampson. 

The contention of Admiral Sampson wag 
that the Spanish ship of war, the Infanta 
Maria Teresa, which was raised, was a le- 
gitimate basis for a claim for prize money. 
In this, as a matter of course, Admiral 
Schley would have participated according to 
his rank, as he was undoubtedly present 
during the battle. 

The prize law gives any ship within sig- 
naling distance a share in prize money, on 
the theory that, although it may not have 
fired a gun, its mere presence in the distance 
would tend to contribute towards the sur 
render of the enemy. On this basis the New 
York would be entitled to its share, whether 
Sampson were aboard or not, and as Com-

THE OUTRAGEOUS HOURS OF BARBERS. 
It is a reflection upon the humanity of 
the men of Chicago that the barbers of the 
city should be kept at work from 7 o’clock 
in the morning until 9 in the evening, or 
late cept on Saturday, when the hours 
run to 11 at night—and that they should be 
kept at work on Sunday up to 2 or 8 0’clock. 
The bosses would be glad to abridge these 
outrageous hours if they had popular sup- 
port, but, owing to the carelessness or in- 
difference of the public, they get no assist- 
ance in that direction, There is also lack 
of organization among the workers them- 
selves. For these reasons their working 
hours have stretched out until the Chicago 
barbers suffer more than any other class 
from the thoughtless inhumanity of the 
public. 
This criticism does not apply to the down- 
town shops on the South Side as much as it 
does to those in the outlying districts, where 
the men are worked all day and so far into 
the evening that they have no nights and 
little daylight to themselves. There is no 
need for such excessive hours. The barber 
shops should close at 8 o'clock on all days 
except Saturday, and on Saturdays not later 
than they do now. The Sunday hours 
should not be longer than from 8 to 11. 
If arrangements of this kind were made 
there would be abundant opportunity for all 
patrons to be shaved or shorn, and at the 
same time the barbers would have a little 
more chance to get some recreation, to 
associate with their fellow-men, and to live 
like other human beings. | ey 
Though the work of a barber is not vio- 
lent or exhausting, it is confining and tire- 
some. It is a strain on the nervous system, 
and the men are on their feet all the time 
-when at work and much of the time bending 
over in unnatural positions. They could 
do quicker and better work if they had 
more time for rest and relaxation. Those in 
the better shops would have a chance to 
do their work in fewer hours if it were not 
for the policy of the smaller establishments, 
The trouble is largely owing to the compe. 
tition of the few slave-drivers who live in 
their little shops, or under their little shops, 
ot behind their little shops, and who are 
willing to open at 6 and keep open till mig. 
night if they think they can thereby earn 
10 centsextra. The fear that they will take 
away trade forces the others to keep open. 
It is not fair to a large class of the com. 
munity that this tyranny should continue 
to be exercised. The matter should be reg- 
ulated by law if possible, and if it cannot

8c under May. Receipts were lighter all 
around, but no enough so to afford the 
slightest show of strength. The three—Chi- 
cago, Minneapolis, and Duluth—had 828 cars, 
against 887 last week and 1,006 a year ago. 
There was an increase at Minneapolis, but a 
falling off at Duluth. Chicago had 71 cars, 
of which 62 were spring, but only 6 cars of 
contract out of the entire inspection. Early 
cables were about steady, but the Liverpool 
close was %d lower on spot and about 70 
off on futures. 


The visible supply showing was about as . 


expected. It has been known for nearly a 
week the dropping out of the Iowa elevator 
would take with it a little over a million bu 
of wheat. The total decrease, as posted, was 
1,859,000 bu. This compared with a decrease 
the previous week of 399,000 bu, and with the 
difference thus accounted for was about a 
standoff. The Northwestern points showed 
a considerable increase, but this was offset 
by a decrease at Buffalo and other Eastern 
storage points to which shipping facilities 
have been bad. 

Statistics from the other side were bad 
for holders. The European visible increased 
860,000 bu, compared with a decrease a year 
ago of 400,000 bu. The English visible was 
a trifle less discouraging, decreasing 97.000 
bu, against a decrease the previous week of 
1,135,000 bu and an increase last year of 
1,491,000 bu. According to Liverpool cables 
Argentina was offering wheat in that market 
cheaper than American could be bought for. 
Wheat on passage was reported at 21,208,000 
bu, an- increase for the week of 962,000 bu. 
Black Sea shipments were 904,000 bu, a de- 
crease of 496,000 bu for the week. 

Domestic crop news was in the main fa- 
vorable. Shipping demand was decidedly 
slow at this point, though New York re- 
ported about 35 loads.

BOARD OF TRADE ANNUAL 


ACTION ON UNIFORM commission 
RATES AND BUCKET-SHOPS. 

Resolution by the Retiring Executive, 
R. S. Lyon, Empowering Call of @ 
Convention of Commercial Ex- 
changes to Consider These Topics 
Adopted—President Warren Severe- 
ly Criticises State Grain Inspection 

and Mixing Grades.

Trade yesterday the President-elect, William | 


8. Warren, was introduced formally to the 
members. The retiring President, R. 8. 
Lyon, thanked the brokers for kindnesses 
extended during the year and offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted unani- 
mously: 

Resolved, That the President be and is hereby 
empowered to call a convention of the leading 
commercial exchanges of the country, to be held 
in the City of Chicago, to take up the question of 
uniform commission rates, and also the question 
of national legislation looking to the suppression 
of bucket-shops. 


President Warren’s Address 


President Warren, in his address to the 
board, expressed strong disapproval of buck- 
et-shopping and privilege trading, and said 
the penalty for such offenses should be ex- 
pulsion. He severely criticised methods of 
grain inspection and mixing different grades 
of Wheat. He said substantially: 

Our system of long future trading has driven all 
the capita] in the grain trade into warehousing 
and driven out all speculative support through 
sheer weight of almost ceaseless carrying charges, 
year in and year out, owing to enormous artificial- 
ly accumulated and tenaciously held stocks. The 
combination of our present warehouse laws and 
only four deliveries yearly is utterly incompatible 
with a broad, speculative market, and events are 
proving it, and we all know that speculation is the 
lifeblood of the grain market. Our elevator friends 
should be as greatly interested as any of us, for 
when the speculative market is gone entirely and 
their opportunity for hedging gone with it, they, 
too, with be seeking new methods. Would nota 
shortening up in the periods of future trading 
help matters by compelling more frequent settling 
days and a more equitable distribution of the 
burden of carrying charges? And would not gen- 
eral shipping business be stimulated by more fre- 
quent deliveries and the greater availability of 
cash property? I answer ves to both. 


Criticises State Inspection. 


Our cash grain trade also has suffered through 
abuse of the practice of mixing grades of wheat 
and through the incompetence of our State in- 
spection. This seems to be true of many American 
markets, but especially of Chicago. Within a 
twelve-month public meetings of grain merchants 
in England have been held to devise new methods 
of handling American grain owing to the unrelia- 
ble character of American grades and certifi- 
cates, and bitter complaints have come to private 
individuals and to the officials of the board. As 
recently as last Wednesday press cables from Mar- 
seilles stated that owing to dishonest grading at 
American gulf ports that market would handle 
no more American wheat except on sample. Time 
was when under Chicago Board of Trade inspec- 
tion our certificates passed current as money in 
any market in the world. It is high time this 
question of dishonest grades received the over- 
hauling it deserves, not only in Chicago but in 
other American grain markets. 

Privilege trading is not only illegal, but it is a 
great. detriment to the market, inasmuch as it 
hampers fluctuations and thus helps smother spec- 
ulation. I am aware that there is a great differ- 
ence of honest opinion on the merits of this sub- 
ject among us. but I think there should be none 
as to the propriety of suspending the practice 
until legal objectlons are oved, either through 
legislation or the courts. e position in which 


-nearly all commission houses place themselves 


through privtiege trading would discredit a lot of 
schoolboys. Our attitude of suppressing this traf- 
fic in the lower corridor but tolerating it on the 


exchange floor is ridiculous and reprehensible. 


Bucket-Shop Question. 

The bucket-shop question is the same old sore, 
and it is thrashing old straw to go into it. The 
struggle against it must be kept up, but it seems 
unjust for our board to go on spending its money 
fighting it single-handed. Much more could be 
accomplished by codperation with other exchanges, 
which, in all fairness, should be ready and will- 
ing to assume their proper share of the burden 
or by à less generous distribution of our quota- 
tions. But here, up to this time, unfortunately, 
the courts seem to have headed us off completely. 
National legislation is, perhaps, the only method 
of completely eradicating this evil. Bucket-shop 
method within our own organization, as revealed 
by recent disclosures, is an even more insidious 
evil, and must be fought to the bitter end. After 
we have purged ourselves of contempt at the bar 
of public opinion we can more consistently com- 
bat evils outside. 

The policy of retiring memberships pursued 
during the last year should be continued, and the 
conditions for admission of new members should 
be made more stringent. Genuine and permanent 
reform can only come through elevating the char- 
acter and responsibility of our membership and 
increasing the value of our certificates. — 


Plea for Discipline. 
In behalf of your directors and officers I venture 
to hope for your earnest support and codpera- 


tion during the coming year. We have been 
woefully deficient in this in the past, and false 


ideas have’ taken root regarding the duties of | 


members in reporting violation of rules, which 
have seriously interfered with proper discipline. 
When we witness irregularities without bring- 
ing the perpetrator to justice we become acces- 
sories to the act and are false to the organiza- 
tion and false tö ourselves. This administra- 
tion is committed to no interest, nor to any pol- 
icy except to rigidly enforce your rules without 
fear or favor. The will of the majority of this 
board is our will. Our sole aim will be the 
greatest good to the t number, and, in 
so far as our ability lies, every member of this 
board will get all he is entitled to from the or- 
ganization, but no more. 
I beg your indulgence but a moment 

while I read a contract which bears the signa- 
ture of every member of this board. With many 
of us it was so long ago that we are liable to 


have forgotten it: 

We, the undersigned, members of the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago,’ do, by our re- 
spective signatures and by virtue of our mem- 
bership in said corporation, hereby mutually agree 
and covenant with each other and with the said 
organization that we will In our actions and 
dealings with each other and the said corpora- 
tion, be in all respects governed by and respect 
the rules, regulations, and bylaws of the said 
corporation as they now exist or as they may 
be hereafter modified, altered, or amended,” 

Is there any reason in the world why we should 
not abide by this solemn compact, both in let- 
ter and spirit, just as rigidly as we live up to 
our money contracts? I think not. Let us be 
true to our organization. Let us be true to each 
other. Above a:l, let us be true to ourselves,
